OFA WOMAN'S LOVE 


WIFE BUYS OFF 
HER RIVAL 


FOR FIFTY DOLLARS CASH 


Chicago Woman's Attempt to Regain 


Her Husband's Love Ends in Sui- 
cide—Salvation Army Lassie Ac^ 
cepts Bribe, But Breaks Contract- 
Because $10 Is Still Unpaid 


Chicago, June 14—A pathetic story 


of a woman's love and her struggle to 
keep the affection of her husbacd was 
revealed at the coroner's investigation of 
the death of Mrs. Nels Peter Salstrom of 
No. 351 Cornell street. 


Mrs. Salstrom committed suicide two 


weeks ago by taking strychnine, but the 
investigation was delayed 
until this 


week on account of the disappearance of 
the husband. 
The testimony before 


Deputy Coroner Weckler disclosed the 
fact that the heart-broken woman had 
ended her life because she did not have 
810 to pay Hilma Sucburg, a pretty 
Salvation Army girl to whom Salstrom 
had been attentive. 


The story told before the coroner by 


Hilma was that 
Mrs. Salstrom had 


promised to pay her $50 if she would 
never speak to her husband. Mrs. Sal- 
strom paid her §40, but could not get 
the other S10 and in her misery she 
learned that Hilma met her husband 
clandestinely. Then she gave up hope 
and decided to end her existence. 


Salstroni disappeared after her death 


and the neighbors notified the police 
The husband was traced to Mendota. 
111., and then to Holland, Mich. He was 
brought back to Chicago, . but when the

.Captured General's Life In His 


Cottage Prison. 


SPENDS MUCK TIKE OH VEBANDA. 


Can Tnlk English AVcil. Imt Refuse* 


to Do So— His Gre:it Attachment to' 
H!H "Wife, Wl>o Shares 'His Ciiiitivi- 
ty— Gratcfnl For Efforts to 31akt> 
Uliu Comi'ortiiblc. 
A correspondent writing from Lon- 


don under the date of May 20 who has 
visited the Boers in St. Helena reports 
their lot to be very comfortable. "Cronje 
and bis ivii'e find tbree members of bis 
staff are in Kent cottage, percbed on 
top of a hill— just such a cottage as 
may be seen on -the outskirts of many 
an English village. Imagine an uui;.x- 
tentious two storied . dwelling with 
slate roof and yell&w washed walls 
standing out clearly from a background 
of greea billside. The window frames 
and shutters are puinted the same 
shade of green that you may see any 
flay at a Dutch farmhouse in the Paarl 
district of Cape Colony. In front runs 
a veranda, and there is a slightly rais- 
ed 'stoep.' There is also some pretense 
at a flower garden, but it is sadly neg- 
lected. 
The garden is inclosed by a, 


black wooden paling, and still further 
In front is a little more cultivated laud 
with banana and a few other trees. 
The scene is simplicity itself but for 
the bell tent in the right hand front 
corner of the garden and the steady 
tramp of khaki clad sentries east, west, 
north and south. 


"On the stoop and beneath the veran- 


da for the best part of the day sits 
General Oouje, dark of visage, some- 
what long bearded and with hair turn- 
ing gray. His eyes are deep sot, dark 
and ferretlike, and his demeanor is one 
of extreme reserve. 
Piet Croiije can 


Bpeak English almost as well as any 
Transvaaler of Dutch extraction, but 
you may ply him in vain with ques- 
tions in English. He positively refuses 
to speak anything but liis native taal, 
and even then his replies are little 
more than monosyllables. He has lit- 
tle to say about -anything and is diffi- 
cult to draw. 
Of .course he feels his 


position. 
You may see that writtin 


large upon his face; but, contrary to 
what so many people think, he appears 
to be very grateful for any kindness 
that is shown- to him and fully appre- 
ciates the efforts that are ruajo to se- 
cure his comfort. Beyond this he is as 
•the sphinx. 


"It is a 'strange character, this of 


Piet Crouje. Charges of terrible cruel- 
ty have been laid at his door, and 
somehow when you carefully regard 
his face you feel sure that the man' is 
capable of violating the terms of an 
armistice or firing -on the women and 
children's laager. 
Yet there are some 


redeeming features, as. 'for example, 
when the fire of patriotism liglits his 
eye, and more particularly in the hom- 
age paid to his wife. All day loner Mrs. 
Crouje in rusty black dress and black 
Boer -kappie' is the defeated general's 
close companion. Others who are blood 
relations may emerge from the house 
and remain for a brief while beneath 
the veranda, but there are about them 
the restlessness and Impetuosity of tho 
younger Boer when under restraint. 
When, for instance, 1 was at Kent cot- 
tage, there came within 150 yards, Just 
outside the cordou of sentries, two 
young subalterns with fieldglasses and 
snap shot cameras. 
Of course they 


•were inquisitive. The general and his 
wife were screened by. the closed end 
of the veranda, but a younger relative 
was extremely annoyed. 
He was a 


fine, tall, young fellow in shirt sleeves 
and the inevitable slouch hat. 
As he 


caught sight of the officers he gesticu- 
lated violently, flung his arms about 
and muttered in Dutch. Then -he hur- 
riedly entered the house, but only to 
emerge a minute later, if anything 
more restless than ever. Cronje, how- 
ever, and his wife have acquired the 
art of sitting still. His attachment to 
her is very great. Talk to him on any 
subject, and he will immediately make 
reference to her views nu(J,acts. Crou- 
je, the devoted husband, and Cronje of

POSTAGE TO HAWAII REDUC'ED.
